The Corporation ol the City of Vic- 
toria. 



The excitement of thn city eloction 
has for the last throo weeks ontiroly 
engrossed pnblio attention, and wo 
aro now within fivo days of the Muni- 
cipal eleotion, and at present wo bavo 
beard nothing from imy now candi- 
dates ior municipal honors. Wo cun- 
not eay that the Eaoitary condign of 
the city is any credit to tho Corpora* 
tion, nor can wo congrutulato that 
body upon tbo state in which they aro 
leaving the public thoroughfares at tho 
expiration of their term of office ; 
that there are some active and oner- 
jzetio citizenH amongst tho proseut 
Town Councillors wo aro well aware; 
but as a body thoy have not in any 
■way distinguished themselvos boyond 
their predecossors in offico, unfortu- 
nately there is an apathy amongst tho 
citizens in respoct of public affairs 
which is detrimental to tho progress 
and prosperity of our city. During 
eloctions some excitement can genon l. 
ly be roused, and for a few days politi- 
cal fooling runs high, but there is none 
of that consistent perseverance in at- 
tentiou to publio matters, that is so 
essential in a young and stirring com- 
munity like oar own ; all things are 
dona by fits and starts with us, and 
there is a reluctance amongst proporty 
bolders and business men in the city 
to take a share in public affairs which 
is muoh to bo regrotted. There aro 
many things which ought to have 
been set going by the Corporation long 
before this, in former years tho want 
of power was always urged as an ox- 
ouse for inactivity ; the Municipal 
Ordinance of 1867 gives very ample 
powers to tho Municipality, of which 
the present Mayor and Council have 
not availed themselves, as wo had 
hoped and expected thoy would. Ono 
matter of importance, both to the far- 
mers and producers in the adjacent 
districts, and to the citizens and con- 
sumers living in and near tho city, is 
the establishment ot a public rnarkot ; 
that such an institution is much wunt- 
ed, there can bo very little doubt, and 
if the Corporation do not bostir thorn., 
pelves, we fully expect to see the mat- 
ter taken up by a private company. 
The expenso of establishing a market 
would be small, and tho advantages, 
and consequent profit, would bo such 
as amply to repay tboBe who under- 
take to set it on foot. To tho Corpora- 
tion thero can be do doubt that a 
maiket would be a source of revenue 
id a short time, and in view of the 
low value of land at present, it seems 
desirable that no time should be lost 
in commencing an undertaking which 
is generally admitted to bo much 
needed. Another matter of oqual im- 
portance, and of more taramount 
necessity, so far as public health is 
concerned, is the establishment of a 
proper system of drainago for tne city, 
with a liberal supply of water for sani- 
tary purposes as well as for u>e incase 
of fire; the necessity of thoso things 
has often been pointed out to tho 
Corporation, wo allude to them again 
on tho evo of a Municipal election, for 
tho purposo of drawing the uttontion 
of all good citizens to tbo necessity of 
urging some of the most aotivo and 
euergetio business men amongst them, 
to come forward in order to inaugurate 
reform and proper management in 
Municipal matters, thero uro many who 
have time to spare for tho public ser- 
vice, and who have enorgy to tuko an 
active part in canying out improve- 
ments in tho city, such men should bo 
sought out and brought to tho front; 
it has olton been a mattor of difficulty 
to find citizens willing to so> vo in tho 
Municipal offices, this would probably 
bo otherwise wore moro iutoroBt dis- 
played by the pooplo in matters which 
affect their comfort and well being, 
and tho heulth of thomHclves and their 
families. We bopo that as tho popu- 
lation is now thoroughly roused wo 
may boo some improvement, boiuo cIch 
vation from that dopth of opathy, 
WDioh has hitherto hung liko a shroud 
over public affairs in this city at all 
times, except when an eleotion orsoino 
otbor publio excitement arouses popu. 
lar fooling, and calls tbo energy aud 
publio spirit of tbo citizons into u

a distance of 1100 miles j nnd tlwnee from 
Jasper's House. i>y the Yellow Head Pass, 
to tho head of Bute lulet, opposite Vancou- 
ver's Island, a distance of G20 miles.
